The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

With regard to all of the claims 

As described in all of the embodiments and examples, claimed inventions 
are characterized in that the electric erosion between a reflective metal 
cathode and a third layer including a transparent conductive film can be 
prevented by inserting a fourth layer containing a hole-transporting medium 
between the reflective metal cathode and the third layer. 

However, all of the claims do not identify the second electrode as the 
cathode. Therefore, claimed inventions are not substantially supported 
by the specification under the meaning of PCT Article 6. 
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
